FATAL ENDORSEMENT 


If Henry Wallace, private citizen, has more success 


promoting his concept of American foreign policy than 
did Henry Wallace, Secretary of Commerce, it won't 
be the fault of the American Communist party, says 
James Thrasher in an editorial written for NEA Service, 
Inc., and the Times-Mirror. For the domestic Reds, 
never embarrassed by inconsistency, managed to flout 
and contradict the Wallace policy in the course of en- 
dorsing it. 


Mr. Wallace, in the speech that led to his Cabinet 


departure, said, "We should recognize that we have no 
more business in the political affairs of Eastern Europe 
than Russia has in the political affairs of Latin America, 
Western Europe and the United States." 


But anyone who reads knows that Russia has long 


made a business of meddling disruptively in the political 
affairs of North and South America and Western Europe 
through resident Communist Parties, which follow Rus- 
sian policy and party line as faithfully as a dog follows 
its master. 


But just in case that practice had been forgotten, 


William Z. Foster, national Communist chairman, re- 
called it by attacking the President and American for- 
eign policy in the same speech in which he endorsed 
Mr. Wallace. 


He echoed recent Moscow attacks on our policy by 


telling an audience of 16,000 in Madison Square Garden 
(where Mr. Wallace had spoken just a week before) 
that the Truman administration was supporting an "ill- 
fated project of establishing capitalist domination over 
the war- wracked world," and that Americans were being 
propagandized for war by a "drunken spree of Soviet- 
baiting." 


The Communist leader clearly displayed the Soviet 


finger in our political pie. But of course he would never 
admit the propriety of America's inserting a similar 
finger in the pastry of Russian politics. All of which 
served to re-emphasize the unsoundness of Mr. Wallace's 
principal thesis on international politics — which Mr. 
Foster professes to support. 


The weakness of the Wallace policy seems to be its 


assumption that American aggressiveness is largely to 
blame for Soviet-American misunderstandings, and that 
if we would stop being tough with Russia and try to 
understand her, most of the misunderstandings would 
vanish. 


Under ideal conditions the Wallace prescription 


would be easy to follow. But the Russian government 
has taken almost no initiative toward better relations 
with us. It has thwarted mutual understanding by for- 
bidding its citizens free intercourse and exchange of 
ideas with citizens of western lands. It accuses us of 
"imperialism." and exhorts its people to greater indus- 
trial output as protection against "capitalist encircle- 
ment'' and "inevitable war." 


Our gravest problem of foreign policy is how to per- 


suade Russia to stop being tough and try to understand 
us. And it cannot be solved either by being adament, or 
by giving in to every Soviet demand. 


Perhaps the most any American policy can hope to 


do at present is create an atmosphere, through a balance 
of firmness and compromise, in which the Kremlin will 
find it expedient to abandon plans of worldwide com- 
munism and meet us halfway on the road to peace in a 
world of live and let live. 


That, it seems to us. is what present American policy, 


with all its imperfections, rather than Mr. Wallace's 
policy, v>iui all its idealism, is trying to do. 


Warren sportsmen who have been endeavoring to se- 


cure a recreation park and artificial lake near Clarendon 
have so for not met with any success. Southwestern 
Pennsylvania sportsmen, on the other hand, seem to be 
doing ail right, with a series of lakes planned for several 
counties. However, they are working through the Fish 
Commission, while Warren county is working through 
the Department of Forests and Waters. 


Congratulations to the State Highway Department 


workers in this county for their record brought forth at 
a safety meeting yesterday at the state offices here. 
Workers have gone 688 days without a lost time acci- 
dent, which is really a ir.^r'.i to be proud of. 


Warren's new radio station is making progress and, 


if no shortage of material is met with, it should be in 
operation within the next few weeks. It will be a power- 
ful daylight station and will help put Warren on the map.

Mrs. Kirk, wife of the surgeon 


general, v/ho was herself an Army 
nurse in World War I, conceived 
the idea for the Nurses National 
Memorial as it will be called. 


She says many nurses are shat-

Through their years of service 
many also have lost contact with 
their former homes and are alone 
and need companionship and a 
sense of belonging.
